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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Contrary to Applicant's assertion, Ralston indeed 
discloses determining, at the server system (server 80), whether schedules associated with the patient identification and resource 
identification are stored in local memory to the server system. Server 80 locates and retrieves scheduling infonmation in order to provide 
the client 20 with options regarding the appointment, and if client 20 wishes to cancel the appointment, then server 80 notifies the facility 
35, 45, 55 (column 6, lines 35-41 ). It is only AFTER server 80 locates and retrieves appointment Infonmation, that it notifies facility 35, 45, 
55. This language clearly indicates that the schedule information must be stored at server 80. 
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
